From  the  Dean

Warm  winter  greetings  to  all  of  Livingston’s  alums.  I trust  that  yom  post  baccalameate  life  is  meeting  all  yom  hopes  and 
expectations.  There  are  many  exciting  developments  here  at  Livingston  College. 

This  semester  the  college  created  late  night  study  space  available  for  all  students,  including  access  to  computer  facilities.  This 
spring,  additional  personal  computers  will  be  made  available  for  student  use  and  Livingston  will  have  its  first  computerized 
classroom.  We  are  also  in  the  midst  of  a campaign  to  have  the  Livingston  Student  Center  expanded.  The  student  center  is  unable  to 
meet  all  of  the  demands  of  students  and  others  in  the  university  community.  It  is  our  goal  to  create  a first  class  student  facility  that 
will  meet  both  the  current  and  projected  needs  of  the  campus.  In  addition,  we  will  create  new  special  interest  housing  on  the 
Livingston  campus.  The  goal  is  to  increase  the  number  of  students  living  on  campus  by  making  our  housing  more  attractive.  Other 
new  initiatives  for  the  college  include  community  service,  housing,  special  housing  arrangements  for  honors  students,  Carr  scholars, 
and  seniors. 

This  year  the  university  administration  has  provided  the  college  with  additional  fimds  to  strengthen  its  honors  program  and 
mission  courses.  A group  of  Livingston  faculty  fellows  is  currently  examining  how  best  to  enrich  the  academic  experience  of 
Livingston  students.  Their  goal  is  to  create  an  educational  experience  that  is  uniquely  Livingston. 

The  excellence  that  is  Livingston  College  is  being  increasingly  recognized.  The  Livingston  Programming  Board  has  been 
nominated  as  one  of  the  best  student  center  boards  in  the  country  by  “Campus  Activities  Today”  magazine.  Also  this  spring, 
Stephen  Harris,  a Livingston  senior  has  been  selected  to  serve  as  a White  House  intern. 

One  of  the  most  exciting  spring  events  will  be  the  Livingston  College  25th  Commencement.  It  will  begin  a year  long  celebration 
of  Livingston’s  twenty-five  years  of  educational  iimovation  and  service  to  students,  the  community,  and  the  nation.  Coinciding  with 
this  celebration,  the  College  will  begin  a year  long  fimdraising  initiative  for  each  of  the  following  four  areas:  1.  mission  and  honors 
courses,  2.  the  Livingston  Scholarship  Fund,  3.  the  Dean’s  Fund,  4.  the  Livingston  Student  Center. 

As  you  can  see,  a lot  is  happening  at  Livingston.  One  of  the  best  ways  to  be  informed  and  remain  involved  is  to  join  and 
support  the  activities  of  the  Livingston  Alumni  Association.  It  is  a great  way  to  help  Livingston  continue  its  mission  of  excellence 
and  service.
